States, said in an address to American soldiers -iu France the 
other day that it was the coining of the Americans that turned 
the tide he said what (he .whoiti rworld, including Germany, 
knows to be true. The British, the French aiid the Italians 
had fought nobly and done, their besl.lo stay the progress of 
the Teutonic horde's, but time and again they had been driven 
back- by superior 'numbers. 


There never was a time when the Allies believed they would 


be ultimately defeated, but they had^lheir discou raging days. 
What they needed. was niore man-power and (hey looked 
longingly to the United Slates for the reinforcements which 
the Germans said could never be supplied by this country, ai 
least "in lime." 


I3ut the reiuforcemenls were sent, and in numbers ihal lell 


-a story as gratifying to .the'- Allies as it was surprising to the 
German leaders.- But the real importance of these reinforce- 
ments did not consist in mere numbers. The number of men 
was small in comparison with (he, size of the. contending ar- 
mies, but the men were full of spirit and determination,, and 
their arrival cheered and slrenglhcned (he forces that had been 
bearing the brunt of the German drives, and from that :hour 
there has been a new order of things. The history of the 
fighting for m'any weeks past is familiar to all^ The tide of 
bailie was turned when the Yankees got into the work and has 
been running steadily against the invaders' from thai day to 
this.

The United States has shown that it can send troops and 


supplies across the dcean-in spitesof all that the U-boats can 
do, and (lie men who have gone over have shown what kind 
of stuff Americans are made of. They have proved that it 
docs not take a generation to make a soldier oul of the right 
sort of material, and tliej- have taught the Kaiser'and his hosts 
that they are not (he weaklings which (hey had been imagined 
lo be. Germany today realizes very thoroughly Ihal if is not 
safe lo "underrate the enemy." 


The American soldiers on (he -Western front have covered 


themselves wilh glory and reflected' Ihe greatest credit on the 
naliqn Ihal snt them. Before them and Ihe Allied forces Ihe 
Germans have been hurrying backward in disorder,,and they 
are still going, not having been given. time thus far fo prepare 
for a stand. The famous llindfflKurg liiie'has been broken 
and still Ihe pressure continues. 


Wilh 'such a record made in so brief a lime there is no r'oom 


for doubt as lo what Ihe uliimale ovilcome must be. Ameri- 
can forces are still going over in increasing numbers, there is 
no lack of supplies and equipment, and it is only a question of 
time when Ihe Germans will be pressed beyond the Rhine and 
compelled to fight' on 'their 'own soil if they are foolish and 
pig-headed enough fo continue to fighl in a hopeless cause.
